FAVORABLE REPORT ON 


GOOD ROADS RILL 


Oklahoma City, Jan.,31.—The com­ 
mittee on roads and highway? Mon­ 
day afternoon recommended to the 
house that the good roads bill pass. 
The measure vitalizes section I, ar­ 
ticle IG of the state constitution re­ 
lating to public reads. 
The bill ere ates a state department 
of highways, provides for the ap­ 
pointment of a highway commission­ 
er, prescribes his duties and fixes 
the salary at $3,000 a year. It also 
creates the office of engineer at a 
-salary of $3,OOO a year. Tile com­ 
missioner to be appointed by the gov­ 
ernor and confirmed by the senate. 
The engineer shall be selected by the 
commissioner. 
Levy of One Mill. 
The bill provides for a levy of one 
mill on all taxable property; One 
section makes the state liable for 50 
per cent of the cost of maintenance 
and construction of roads, the coun­ 
ties 25 per cent and the road im­ 
provement district 25 per cent, lf a 
county does not vote bonds for build­ 
ing a road the state and the road im­ 
provement district shall bear the to­ 
tal expenses of construction.

The Better Seed and Livestock dem­ 
onstration train roached Ada at 6:45 
yesterday evening, it went back to 
tone wa!! this morning and return­ 
ed to Ada shoitly after ten, remain­ 
ing nut'I noon. The train consisted 
cf six cars and was in charge of R. 
V\. Hockaday, industrial agent of th* 
Katy, and Prof. T. M. Jeffords 
of 
the A. & M. College. The train is run 
at the expense of the roads over 
which it is scheduled, a fact indi­ 
cating how much stress they lay on 
teaching up to date farming meth­ 
ods to the citizens of the count*es 
through which their lines run. 


The program at the city hall last 
evening began shortly arter seven 
o'clock 
with an

Jeffords. 
Every feature of good and bad roads 
was shown by means of the stereop- 
tican and many good points about 
construction of roads were 
brought

I anre with good ones is exceedingly 
I limited. He stated that any county 
desiring to build good roads can se­ 
cure an engineer from the national 
government fr->e of cost.

VII, King George V. sent the follow­ 
ing telegram to 
Miss 
Nightingale: 
“On the occasion of your 90th birth­ 
day I offer you my heartfelt congrat­ 
ulations, and trust that you are in 
goc-d health.” 
And not only from the 
king, but from every part of the 
British realm, in fact from all parts 
of th© world, this “veteran Queen of 
Nurses” was made to feel the general 
appreciation of her noble deeds. 
'No woman had more honors thrust 
upon her than had Florence Nightin­ 
gale. She was the only woman upon 
whom the Order of Merit had bern 
conferred, and she was the second 
woman to receive the freedom of the 
city or London. No subject of the 
king wa3 more tenderly enshrined in 
the hearts of the people than the 
heroine of the Crimea. 
The difficulty cf procuring a suit­ 
able nurse during an illness in her 
own family drew Miss Nightingale’s 
attention to the need for training ed­ 
ucated women to replace the “Sairey 
Gamps” and “Betsy Prigs.” She set 
about to make herself such a one, 
and visited hospitals both at home 
and abroad, studying the subject most 
carefully. She was engaged in hos­ 
pital work when the Crimean wa* 
broke out. The suffering of the sol­ 
diers in the autumn of 1854, after the 
battle of the Alma, sent a thrill of 
indigation throughout England. The 
government had decided, at the out­ 
break of the war, not to send out 
women nurses, as the class were so 
disreputable. The allies of that coun­ 


tr y had their Sisters cf Charity to 
attend other sick, but th:* British 
army was practically without nurs­ 
ing provision. 
In the dilemma, 
Sidney 
Herbert, 
the war minister, bethought himself 
of his friend, Florence Nightingale, 
and wrote asking her to organize and 
take out a band of nurses to the 
relief of the soldiers, as he believ­ 
ed her to be the “one woman in 
England” who had the training for 


she won the ever lasting thanks of 
the soldiers. 
Miss Nightingale spent a year and 
eight months in the Crimea, and not 
until peace was declared did she quit 
the scene of her heroic labors. And 
modest woman as she was, upon her 
return home she traveled under an 
assumed name to avoid a public ova­ 
tion, and went quietly to her family 
at Lea Hurst. 
Of her aid and comfort to the sol- 
dieis, 'Francis Bonnock has beauti­ 
fully said: 


“Neglected, dying in despair, 
They lay till woman came, 
To sooth them with her gentle rare 
And feed life’s flicker'ng flame. 
When wounded sore, on fever’s; rack 
Or cast away as slain, 
bhe called their fluttering spirits 
back. 
And gave them strength again." 


People of all classes subscribed to 
a fund that amounted to more than 
$200,0(H) as a testimonial upon her 
return home, but instead of using 
this money for 
her 
own 
purposes, 
she endowed the Nightingale home. 
th© 
pioneer 
of 
nurses’ 
training 
schools. The remainder of her life

of hospital and nursing reform. 
(Miss Nightingale’s devotion to hu­ 
manity throughout the terrible Crim­ 
ean war has been the admiration of 
the world tor more than half a cen­ 
tury, and future generations will rise 
up to bless her on account of her 
noble work in behalf of suffering.
